and injuring twelve others, three of 
whom will probably die.

Healy came to Fort Wayne from An- 
gola and took supper at the Opdyke 
warding house, at 34 West Superior 
street.* During the meal she stated 
that she desired to call upon a man 
who lived near the feeble minded 


with reference to a guitar 


which he was repairing for her. 
Evening was approaching and the 
woman asked that someone from the 
Opdyke house accompany her.

Mr. Opdyke did so, and says that 


upon the way there Mrs. Healy told 
him the man she wanted to find was 
Gunkler; that he had been at An- 
gola representing (himself to be n 
widower, and admitted that she en- 
tertained a very strong feeling for 
him. She was suspicious, however, 
that he was a married man, and said 
her visit to Fort Wayne at that time 
was f&r the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not Gunkler had a wife. 
If she found him a married man, she 
announced her intention of having 
nothing further to do wth him. Mrs. 
Healy was familiar with the location 
of the Gunkler home, (but did not

CALLED TO ORDER. 


The convention was called to order 


shortly after 2 o'clock by Chairman 
Kaough, and 108 of the delegates 
of the district were present. Before 
•he call was read and before a per- 
manent chairman, was selected Mr* 
Kaough in a brief speech announced 
that, while desiring to thank his

BANKS IN ORIENT. 


Gen'. Thomas H. Hubbard Explains 


the Institutions to be Founded 


in the Far East. 


New York, Jan. 2.—The plans of 


Jie International Banking* corpora- 
tion, which nas been named by the 
president as repository for the por- 
tion of the Chinese indemnity due to 
the United States, liae been explained 
by Gen, Thomas H* Hubbard, the 
president of the -board of directors of 
the new corporation. He says that 
after the Philippine agency is estab- 
lished, other branches will -be insti- 
tuted in the principal cities of thej 
new insular possessions of the United | 
States. 
The ultimate purpose is that! 


the entire orient and South and Cen- 
tral America shall be comprehended 
by the operations of the bank. 


"All of this is but the natural 


outgrowth of the commercial and ter- 
ritorial expansion of 
the United 


States," continued General Hubbard.! 
"Heretofore there has been no par-j 
ticular need in the TTnited States for I 
a banking institution-doing an inter - 
national business, but since the Span- 
ish war and 'the tremendous trade of 
recent years with South America an«l 
the promise of a constantly increas- j 
ing commerce with China and the j 
orient, the necessity for just such an 
institution as this hns developed. 


"Heretofore all of the exchange 


with foreign countries has been han- 
dled by the banks of Berlin and Lon- 
don. 
There are a number of interna- 


tional banks in these cities. It will 
be the purpose of the International 
Banking corporation to secure a$ 
much as possible of the exchange 
business heretofore handled by these 
foreign banks with which this coun- 
try is concerned." 


So far comparatively little has been 


done by the new bank, its charter by 
special enactment of the Connecticut 
legislature having been obtained only 
last June. 
General Hubbard said 


that a branch would be established 
in New York city, althoug A the bank 
here would not be for purposes of de- 
posit exchange alone being handled. 
This New York bank is to be a sort 
of clearing house for the various 
branches controlled by the main in- 
stitution. The reason why the char- 
ter was obtained in Connecticut, ac- 
cording to General Hubbard, is found 
in the fact that the laws of that state 
are unusually liberal to banking1 in- 
stitutions.

Europe the population as shown by 
the most recent censuses is as fol- 
lows: Austria-Hungary, 46,900,835;

Paris, Jan. &—A dispatch to the 


Patrie from Kiev, European Russia, 
under today's date, says a 'bomb was 
exploded last night under the bal- 
cony of the palace of the

Duke Constantine. 
The explosion 


occurred at the moment when the 
salons were thronged- with guests. 
A great panic followed, but nobody 
was injured, though the damage done 
was considerable. All the windows 
near the scene of the explosion were 
shattered., Nihilist students are sus- 
pected of committing the outrage, 
Fifteen students 'have been arrested. 


The Grand Duke Constantine is a 


son of the late '(fraud Duke Constau- 
tine, who was the brother of 'Alex- 
ander H. One of the present Grand 
tHike Constaiittine's sisters is the 
queen of Greece. The grand- duke is 
president of the Imperial Academy 
of Science, *aide de camp general and 
chief of the military schools of (Rus- 
sia,
